When the dismantling of mills 


where bandsaws hummed and cir- 
culars snarled through hardwood, 
the veteran mill worker and ihe 
lumberjack.reflect upon an indus- 
try they believed would never die. 


Old timers remember the days 


when 28 sawmills were bunched 
at the mouth of the Menomines 
river—in the twin cities where the 
Stepheiisons, 
the Carneys. 
the 


•JMerrimaus, the 
Goodmans, the 


AVells, and others were creating 
fortunes from the pine that floated 
down the Paint, the Brule. the 
Michigamme, the Sturgeon, the 
Fence and all of the other rivers 
and streams that webbed through 
the •western peninsula. 


When,

peared, other lumber would not 
float and loggers had to build 
mills 
near 
the 
forests. 
Mills

Today there Is not a single saw-
